Afterwards Trusty went to Illinois 
where he told his story to his father, 
who referred the matter to John 
Seward, of Somerset, Ky., who has 
done work as a detective. 


On cross examination it was shown 


that Trusty's father hud written to 
Pearl Bryan's father recommending 
Seward as the man who could solve the 
mystery. He referred the matter to 
Hayes, his attorney, -who afterwards- 
hadletters from Trusty, soliciting em- 
ployment, and saying that- he, his 
father and Seward could give testimony 
to thwart the effort of the defense to 
show that Pearl Bryan died in Cincin- 
nati.

musical effort unsurpassed even by the 
great Festivals of the mother country, 
after which our Festivals may be said 
to be patterned. The Festival Chorus 
had long been recognized as an im- 
portant factor of music in. the West. 
But what has distinguished the Cincin- 
nati Festivals from the many that have 
been held on somewhat similar lines in 
various American cities since 1873 has 
been the strength of the 
orchestral 


forces. 
Many cities have organized 


choruses capable of admirable work, 
and have employed eminent soloists, 
but Cincinnati alone has had a perm- 
anent orchestra under one conductor. 
Without bedimming for an instant the 
faithful work of the chorus, the artis- 
tic success of the Cincinnati Festivals 
owes much to this fact. 
The orches- 


tra, instead of being gathered here and 
there for festival purposes, has been 
permanently under Mr. Thomas' direc- 
tion, and will number one hundred and 
twenty-five men at the coming Festival. 


The Festival of '00 makes an impor- 


tant step in the history of music. The 
third Festival in '78 opened the great 
Music Hall, endowed by Reuben R. 
Springer, and first brought into use 
the famous organ. 
The twelfth Festi- 


val finds its home in a hall that meets 
the newest ideas of architectural prop 
erties as fully as did trie old hall in its 
day. The interior of the old hall has 
been rebuilt at a cost of over one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and the dedica- 
tion has been rightly left or the great 
enterprise that has always been asso- 
ciated with it 
The directors of the 


Association and Mr. Thomas naturally 
felt that the Twelfth Festival and the 
dedication of the new hall should, in a 
measure, be a climax to the great mus- 
ical events that have preceded it. To 
that end they have engaged the strong- 
est array of soloists, perhaps, ever 
heard at an American Festival The 
permanent chorus has been carefully 
drilled for the past two years under the 
direction of Mr. W. L. Blmnenscheiii. 
Everything' in short, points to a Festi- 
val that will prove memorable in the 
annals of the Association of the West. 


The attractive programmes, selected 


by Mr. Thomas for the Twelfth Festi- 
val, are thoroughly representative of 
the Association's aim. 
The classic or- 


atorio is represented by Handel's''' 
Judas Maccabacus," which opens the 
Festival, while the modem, school is 
illustrated by TinePs "St Francis," 
one of the few great works of its kind 
that has been published in this decade, 
and one of bis rare modern works that 
can be said to uphold the school of 
classic oratorio. 


One of the most interesting of Mr. 


Thomas' selections is the 
''Sacred 


Opera" of liSamson and Delilah," 
undoubtedly" the most enduring work 
of Saint Sacus. "Samson and Delilah." 
has been known to concert goers prin- 
cipally through its solo numbers, espec- 
ially ,the well-known contralto aria 
' 'Mon coeur a ta ovis.': It was brought 
out in operatic form some three seasons 
ago in Paris and T^as given for the 
first time iu this country in February,

tesse White Terrorizes the Entire 


Population of sciotoville. 


Paraded the Street» With a Shot Gnu and 


Ban Things to Suit Himself—Arrested 


After a livelyEight With tlie Sheriff 


—ATerror.to the Whole Town— 


Crazed by Brink. 


Death's Summons Came to Wil- 


liiam Eagan Varner Yesterday 


Moraine About Nine O'clock—He Was Sit- 


on the Bed Talking When He 


Gasped and Fell Over Dead—A Mem- 


ber of the Firm o* Sanford, Var- 


ner & Co.—Sketch of His Life. 


The many friends of Mr. Will Var- 


ner wore shocked and saddened yester 
clay morning by the announcement of 
his death, which occurred very sud- 
denly about nine o'clock. Mr. Vnrner 
had not been in good health since his 
wife died, two years ago, and had teen 
in particularly poor health during the 
past two or three mouths. For the 
past ten days he was confined to the 
house. His trouble was principally 
due to an affection of the heart. 
Last 


Wednesday and Thursday Mr. Varner's 
condition was considered dangerous, 
but he rallied, and from that time ap- 
parently improved rapidly. 
Saturday 


he was feeling splendidly and made ar- 
rangements to go out driving Thurs- 
day of this week, sending out in the 
country for his horse. Sunday morn- 
ing he was feeling even better than on 
Saturday, and was sitting on the side 
of his bed about 9 o'clock, chatting 
with his physician, Dr. Hall, his sister, 
Mrs. Bessie Adam's, and his brother- 
in-law, Mr. A. L. Sanford. Suddenly 
Mrs. 
Adams noticed her brother gasping 


for breath. 
Her exclamation caused 


Dr. Hall to leap to his side, but in that 
brief space the spirit had fled. . Wil- 
liam Egan Varner was dead. 


Mr. Varner was born in this city 


forty-one years ago last August, being 
tho sou of Samson E. Varner. 
He was 


associated with his father in the con- 
tracting and brick manufacturing busi- 
ness, and in 
connection 
with his 


brother, Frank F. Varner, succeeded 
to tho business on the death of their 
father in 1876. 
In 1879, they took 


advantage of an opening to move the 
business to Texarkana, Texas. They 
continued in business there until 1890, 
when they returned to Portsmouth, 
where Will has since resided. Prior to 
his removal back to Portsmouth, Mr. 
Varner, in 1S8C, became a member of 
the firm of Sanford, Varuer & Co, his 
brother, J, H. Varner and Mr. A. L. 
Sanford being the other members of the 
firm. They succeeded Towell, McFar- 
land & Sanford. 
Upon his return to 


Portsmouth in 1890 Mr, Varner en- 
tered into active participation in the 
management of the business of Sanford, 
Varuer & Co., and has since had charge 
of the mantifaotuuring department. 


He was married in 187 G to Miss Liz- 


zie Burko,1 who died April 28d, 1S94. 
To them were born three children, 
who survive—Mattio, aged 18; Samp- 


Sheriff Rickey received a telegram 


Sunday afternoon stating that -Jesse 
White was on the .war path at Scioto- 
ville and urging him to come immedi- 
ately. The sheriff knew what that 
meant, and with Deputy David Ben- 
nett left post haste.

with a badly bruised up face, while the 
sheriff 
escaped 
without a scratch. 


Half the residents of the town were on 
the street and witnessed the affair. 
The officers hired a buggy and drove 
their prisoner to New Boston, where 
they took the street car. 
White was 


boisterous on the way down and at 
times it looked as though the fight 
would be repeated. After he got here 
he insisted on going back and having a 
hearing right away. 
The officers fin- 


ally took him back and roused 'Squire 
Searl at midnight. 
The 'Squire re- 


fused to hold a midnight session and 
the prisoner was brought back to jail. 
There he again became unmanageable 
and refused to be locked up. The. _ 
sheriff thought he would humor him 
and hand-cuffed him to a steam pipe 
and left him. He had hardly gotten in 
bed when a most 
frightful- noise 


brought him in a hurry to the 'office, 
where the prisoner had fallen off his 
chair and was struggling on the - floor, 
securely fastened to the pipe. 
He. said 


ho was willing'to be locked up. 
.... ^Residents-.--of- Sciotoville say that 
White has been on a big drunk since, 
last Thursday. 
On Friday he abused 


his wife and .drove her from home. 
She took shelter at the home of a 
friend, Zack Beloat. 
Sunday, White 


crazed with continued drink, started 
after her. He armed himself with a 
shot-gun and there was a general scat- 
terrnent * as he paraded the 
streets 


yelling, cursing and threatening. The 
gun was finally discharged, White says 
accidentally, but the citizens were now 
thoroughly alarmed and telegraphed 
for help,-with the results above started. 
White has for years been a terror to the 
town and has run things there to suit 
hiinself, regardless of the law or the 
officers. 
He has threatened to kill half 


the population, to blow 'Squire Searl 
up with dynamite, etc., and told the 
sheriff when arrested that there would 
be a-murder there when he was re- 
leased. 
Hi3 had sworn that he would 


die before the sheriff ever took him. 
In fact his threats have been fearful 
and general and he has succeeded in 
scaring abont half the population out 
of their wits. The immediate charge 
against him is a warrant to keep the 
peace. He was taken to Sciotoville this 
afternoon to answer to that charge. 
It 


is probable that several other charges 
will be filed.
